The world of these novelists Is not 
n any sense religious It Is ethical and 
ne must find a line of eondm-t by tin 
method of trial and error. Their wot hi 
Is certainly not Christ Inn, nor on the 
other hand purely materialistic, but Is 
pagan as In the Stoics and Plato and 
Marcus Aurelius. Finally this con- 
ception of the world must he acknow- 
ledged to be a somewhat lonely and In- 
tellectual one. 

The conception of sin. according lo 
he speaker, has been entirely drop 
ped. This Is one of the most Inlor- 
esting of modern developments, ami Is 
alt to tho good. In Hardy's "Teas' 
there Is no sense of sin. though there 
Is never a possibility of a comeback 
for Teas. Her doom Is caused by the 
-true-ture of society. 

We no longer find villain and hero 
in the old classical manner. The 
writers assess man not merely from 
hl> actions but from Ills Intentions, it 
is a world almost without, religion, 
with no persona! God and no fixed and 
dogmatic moral standards. To Theo- 
dore Preiser everything that happens 
to us is by accident, and organized 
society can do nothing about It. When 
you lay down Ilia book "An American 
Tragedy", you say "There but for the 
grace of God am I." 

The Sunday School Idea that "the 
pith to Hell is greased" Is no longer 
held We must find our moral stand- 
ards by experience and If wo slip we 
can recover and leave the past In ob- 
livion. 

Professor Rogers read three quota- 
tlors which In his opinion are excel- 
lent symbots ' of the ’tendencies of 
modern novelists. The first is from 
George Meredith: "The light of the 

sou! burr.» upward: let us allow for 
atmospheric disturbance." Anothe*' 
from H. G. Wells is: "The soul sur- 

vives Its adventures." Don Marquis, 
whom the speaker characterized as the 
successor to Mark Twain, said: "Hu- 
manity triumphs over Its details."

As a society event the modern McGill Revue has been a pronounced suc- 
cess; the elite of Montreal who have sons and daughters attcnd'ng college, 
have smiled on it. It has also proved tho best moneymaker in the college, 
and as H general rule has held its own with any amateur city renies we have 
heard of. from a standpoint of entertainment. 

Any one of these considerations are sufficient to justify a change In the 
administration of the Revue, putting it on a similar basis with the Musical 
Association or tho Debating I’nlon Society. Direct control on the council's 
part Is absolutely necessary not only for financial reasons, but also to pre- 
vent the Revue becoming a private company, tor fraternity\, using the name 
of McGill, but not represent ing the students of McGill. 

Mr. Legate, in his welcome article which appeared last Saturday In the 
Daily, hints broadly that councils are too niggardly with the money, whereas 
It may be that these councils have merely been too wise to throw money 
away.
